TO  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS. 

I  beg  to  lay  before  the  Committee  my  Fifth  Annual  Report,  with  the 
usual  statistical  tables ;  and  in  doing  so,  I  am  conscious  of  a  certain  staleness 
and  tautology  about  them,  which  I  regret  but  cannot  avoid  ;  the  facts  and  the 
figures  are  almost  identical  from  year  to  year,  and  the  commentary  upon  them 
must  therefore  necessarily  be  in  effect — if  not  in  words — one  and  the  same. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1866,  there  were  in  the  Asylum  171  men  and 
211  women — total  382.  On  comparing  these  numbers  with  those  of  the 
corresponding  date  of  the  preceding  year,  viz.  174  men  and  209  women,  they 
show  a  decrease  of  3  on  the  male,  an  increase  of  2  on  the  female  side,  and  one 
less  on  the  total :  the  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  every 
day  of  the  year  was  388. 
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The  number  of  admissions  during  the  past  year  was  102,  being  8  less 
than  in  the  previous  12  months;  of  the  102  patients  admitted,  about  49 
might  be  considered  curable ;  amongst  the  cases  that  were  incurable,  there 
were  12  of  General  and  partial  Paralysis,  8  of  Epilepsy,  4  of  Imbecility,  and 
5  of  old  age,  &c.,  18  patients  evinced  a  strong  suicidal  tendency,  of  whom  8 
had  attempted  self-destruction  prior  to  their  admission  ;  twenty-six  were  in 
very  feeble  health,  and  of  these,  13  died  within  a  few  months  of  their 
reception.  There  is  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  from  those  who  accompany 
the  patient  any  reliable  history  of  the  case ;  such  as  would  throw  some  light 
upon  its  predisposing  and  exciting  causes,  its  commencement  and  progress  : 
the  relatives  invariably  date  the  malady  from  the  time  the  patient  becomes 
dangerous  or  unmanageable  ;  whereas,  on  further  inquiry,  it  often  transpires 
that  the  patient’s  memory  has  failed  or  that  he  has  been  taciturn  and  morose, 
or  that,  for  some  time,  he  has  been  partially  or  totally  unable  to  follow 
his  avocation. 

The  number  discharged  during  the  year  has  been  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  which  is  not  surprising  when  we  consider  how  large  a  proportion 
of  chronic  cases  with  hopeless  complications,  there  must  necessarily  be  in  an 
Asylum  of  52  years  standing!  It  is  a  well  established  fact  that  it  is  from 
cases  recently  admitted  that  we  must  look  for  recoveries  ;  the  prospect  of  cure 
materially  diminishes  after  the  2nd  years  duration  of  the  attack.  It  will  be 
seen  on  referring  to  Table  1,  that  16  cases  were  sent  out  on  one  or  two 
months  trial,  and  in  several  instances  a  weekly  stipend  was  allowed  during  the 
period  of  their  probation  ;  this  has  been  found  of  great  service  to  the  patient ; 
who,  in  many  instances,  has  to  seek  employment,  and  in  his  doubtful  condition 
is  ill-able  to  fare  hard  and  provide  for  his  wife  and  family ;  this  conditional 
discharge  constitutes  a  test  of  the  patient’s  fitness  to  be  permanently  at  large. 
Throughout  1865  the  mortality  was  unusually  high;  on  referring  to  the 
obituary,  it  will  be  observed  that  20  died  from  disease  of  the  nervous  system 
and  General  Paralysis,  the  remainder  from  various  causes  always  in  active 
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operation  in  a  community  composed  mainly  of  aged  and  feeble  individuals, 
ever  ready  to  succumb  to  the  most  trifling  disorder !  Nine  patients  died 
within  9  months  of  their  admission,  and  eleven  under  5  months,  in  all  these 
the  vital  powers  were  at  a  low  ebb  when  they  were  brought  to  the  Asylum. 
An  Inquest  was  held  in  June  last,  on  H.  S.  :  it  appears  that,  whilst  engaged 
in  his  customary  employment  of  digging  in  the  garden  (which  he  continued 
for  an  hour)  he  complained  of  not  feeling  well,  and  was  observed  to  go  to  the 
tool  house  ;  10  minutes  afterwards  he  was  found  lying  on  the  floor  just 
breathing,  and  before  medical  assistance  could  arrive  he  was  dead  ;  post¬ 
mortem  examination  revealed  hypertrophy  of  the  heart  and  circumscribed 
softening  of  the  brain,  and  a  Verdict  in  accordance  with  these  facts  was  given. 
During  the  last  year,  there  were  a  great  many  on  the  sick  list  at  various 
times,  more  especially  in  the  early  months,  when  there  were  several  ill  with 
Pneumonia,  catarrhal  affections  and  diarrhoea,  doubtless  induced  by  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather  ;  in  August  and  September  when  the  heat  was 
very  oppressive  there  were  also  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  a  few  of  dysenteric 
character,  this  form  of  diarrhoea  is  always  more  or  less  endemic  with  us  at 
this  season  of  the  year  and  the  demented  and  infirm  are  invariably  attacked  ; 
how  far  it  may  depend  upon  the  contiguous  marshes,  or  the  Easterly 
winds  which  prevail  so  much  in  this  County,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say ;  at 
any  rate,  such  disorders  are  of  more  frequent  occurrence  here  than  in  Kent. 
A  patient  was  admitted  Feb.  4th  in  an  advanced  state  of  pregnancy,  and  was 
delivered  six  days  afterwards  of  a  fine  boy ;  she  made  a  steady  recovery,  and 
was  discharged  the  May  following. 

Amongst  the  accidents  that  have  occurred  since  my  last  Report,  requiring 
any  notice,  are,  2  cases  of  Fractured  Fibula,  with  severe  contusion,  both  the 
result  of  struggles  with  attendants  whom  they  had  attacked,  one  of  the 
patients,  an  Epileptic,  has  been  a  source  of  much  anxiety  from  his  quarrelsome 
disposition ;  it  is  well  known  to  all  who  have  anything  to  do  with  the  Insane, 
that  those  affected  with  Epilepsy  are  the  most  troublesome  and  unruly  ;  I 
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am  happy  however  to  say  that,  since  I  have  administered  the  Bromide  of 
Potassium,  first  employed  by  Dr.  Wilks,  of  London,  and  extensively  used 
since,  at  the  Northampton  Asylum,  I  have  observed  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  temper  and  demeanour  of  the  patients,  and  (a  very  important  point) 
the  wards  are  quieter. 

As  regards  the  escapes  during  the  year,  there  were  2  male  patients  who 
succeeded  in  eluding  their  pursuers,  and  keeping  their  whereabouts  secret, 
until  after  the  time  allowed  by  Law  for  their  recapture ;  one  reached 
Pontefract,  whence  he  was  sent  to  the  West  Biding  Asylum  :  such  occurrences 
can  hardly  be  a  matter  of  surprise  if  we  bear  in  mind  the  exposed  state  of  the 
grounds,  and  the  great  freedom  allowed  to  the  inmates ;  hitherto  we  have 
been  very  fortunate  in  speedily  tracing  the  movements  of  the  fugitives,  the 
above  being  the  only  patients  for  several  years  who  have  altogether  evaded 
our  search. 

The  Amusements  continue  as  heretofore  :  during  the  summer  months  the 
men  and  women  go  at  different  times  in  the  day  to  a  field  on  the  confines  of 
the  farm,  where  the  former  play  at  Cricket  and  the  latter  amuse  themselves  in 
various  ways;  there  is  a  spacious  Summer  house,  and  the  grounds  being 
elevated,  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  river  and  the  surrounding  country; 
small  parties  of  each  sex  take  country  walks  and  occasionally  enjoy  pic-nics  in 
a  neighbouring  grove.  We  have  an  attendant  who  understands  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  a  sailing  boat,  and  this  enables  us  to  form  more  frequent  aquatic  parties 
than  formerly  ;  the  infirm  and  aged  are  taken  out  in  the  van  occasionally. 
During  the  winter  months  there  is  a  fortnightly  ball  to  which  all  anxiously 
look  forward,  our  brass  band  is  tolerably  efficient,  and  the  patients  pass  merry 
evenings  in  dancing  and  singing.  The  supply  of  weekly  and  monthly 
periodicals  has  afforded  diversion  to  many,  and  instruction  to  some,  the 
distribution  is  looked  forward  to  with  pleasure;  two  volumes  of  the  Illustrated 
London  News  are  supplied  to  each  ward,  which  prove  a  source  of  endless 
interest  to  the  patients.  Porcelain  baths  are  being  substituted  for  copper, 
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they  are  much  cleaner,  not  so  large,  consequently  less  water  is  required,  they 
afford  universal  satisfaction.  The  detached  Cottage  on  the  female  side 
originally  intended  for  the  purpose  of  isolating  infectious  cases,  has  been  in 
use  about  10  months;  9  patients  live  here,  and  one  who  has  been  an  inmate 
with  slight  interruption  for  40  years,  and  who  was  quite  unmanageable 
in  the  Union,  is  allowed  keys  of  the  door  and  cupboards,  the  cleaning  and 
management  of  the  Cottage  are  entrusted  to  her  and  3  others ;  several  indolent 
patients  have  been  induced  to  become  industrious  by  being  privileged  to 
reside  here,  and  the  arrangement  is  very  satisfactory  in  every  respect. 

On  looking  at  the  table  of  the  average  daily  number  of  patients  employed, 
it  will  be  seen  that  a  fair  proportion  are  engaged  in  various  occupations ;  all 
who  evince  the  least  capability  are  taught  tailoring  or  shoe  or  mattress 
making,  and  amongst  those  so  instructed  we  have  several  very  decent  workmen. 
Unfortunately  we  possess  very  few  artizans,  by  far  the  greater  majority  of 
our  inmates  being  agricultural  labourers,  and  our  farm  is  too  limited  to  afford 
sufficient  employment  for  all  of  these. 

Of  the  two  sexes  the  women  are  the  more  industrious,  a  great  many 
pass  their  time  chiefly  in  knitting  counterpanes  and  stockings,  a  kind  of 
work  which  even  the  demented  perform  very  well ;  all  the  stockings  worn  by 
the  inmates,  as  well  as  bonnets,  clothes,  and  shoes,  are  made  by  themselves, 
so  that  their  labour  is  very  productive  ;  and  the  drones,  seeing  their  good 
works,  are  often  stimulated  to  follow  their  example.

“  Two  of  the  Male  patients  belong  respectively  to  the  Boroughs  of 
“Yarmouth  and  Kings  Lynn. 

“The  Asylum  is  calculated  to  accommodate  210  Male  and  230  Female 
“  patients,  so  that  the  vacant  beds,  at  present,  after  reserving  two  for  the 
“  women  on  probation,  are  33  on  the  Male  and  18  on  the  Female  division. 

“  The  weekly  charge  for  pauper  patients  is  7s.  6d.,  as  before. 

“  The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  appears  to  be  good,  the  numbers  last 
“  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  1 7  men  and  1 8  women. 

“  The  records  of  seclusion  shew,  since  the  last  visit,  only  6  instances  on 
“the  Male  side  and  9  on  the  Female  side;  the  patients  secluded  being  four 
“  Men  and  seven  W  omen.

“  The  Patients  of  both  sexes,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were  most  orderly 
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“  in  demeanour,  and  their  personal  condition,  as  to  dress  and  otherwise,  was 

“very  satisfactory,  and  creditable  t a  the  Institution,  which  continues  to  be 

“  under  the  best  management.

“The  Chapel  attendance  averages  267  on  Sundays  and  220  on  Tuesdays 
“and  Fridays. 

“  The  returns  of  the  Night  Attendants,  applicable  to  the  night  before 
“  our  visit,  shewed  only  8  wet  and  dirty  cases  on  the  Male  division  and  3  on 
“the  Female,  (two  only — one  of  each  sex — soiling  their  beds.) 

“  The  patients  employed  on  the  Saturday  before  our  visit  were  as  follows :

“  Amongst  other  things  we  may  mention  that  all  the  straw  bonnets  of 
“the  Female  patients  are  made  in  the  Asylum. 

“We  saw  303  patients  (138  Men  and  165  Women)  assembled  in  the 
“General  Hall  at  dinner,  which  was  excellent  and  well  served. 

“  In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  had  much  satisfaction  in  observing  the 
“general  cheerfulness  and  contentment  of  the  patients,  no  one  of  whom  made 
“  any  complaint. 
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“The  several  Wards  and  Rooms,  beds  and  bedding,  presented  an  aspect 
“  of  great  comfort.  The  Galleries,  Day  Rooms,  and  Dormitories  are  enlivened 

ft 

“  by  a  considerable  variety  of  simple  decorations  and  objects  of  interest. 

“  The  only  Southern  Dormitory  windows  still  without  blinds  are  those 
“  on  the  ground  floor  upon  the  Male  side,  a  want  which  is  about  to  be  supplied. 

“  Boarded  floors  are  ordered  in  substitution  for  stone  in  the  single  rooms 
“of  No.  5  Male  ward,  an  improvement  which  will,  in  due  course,  be  carried 
“  out  in  the  only  remaining  rooms  with  stone  floors,  viz.,  two  day  rooms,  one 
“in  No.  1  ward  on  each  side,  and  four  4-bedded  dormitories. 

“We  have  to  report  the  following  amongst  other  improvements  since  the 
“last  visit:  viz.- — (1)  several  dormitories  have  been  re-papered  or  coloured, 
“five  dormitories  only  not  yet  being  papered,  and  two  of  the  five  being 
“  coloured ;  and  (2)  more  flower  beds  and  walks  have  been  formed  in  the 
“airing  grounds  connected  with  Nos.  3  and  4,  (the  worst  wards,)  on  each  side, 
“  and  all  the  airing  grounds  have  been  put  in  neat  order. 

“  The  Male  patients  enjoy  weekly  sailing  and  fishing  excursions  on  the 
“  river,  and  the  patients  of  both  sexes  are  frequently  taken  out  in  parties  for 
“  walks  in  the  neighbourhood. 

“  Mr.  Sutton  is  now  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

“  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hills  evidently  devote,  and  with  great  success,  their  best 
“  energies  to  promote  the  comfort  and  benefit  of  the  patients.
